LITTLE ROCK (AP)-The Ar- 


kansas Supreme Court today af- 
firmed a $17,187 judgment against 
the slate Publicity and Parks Com- 
mission for land taken to build an 
airport on Petit Jean Mountain. 


The Commission had • appealed 


the judgment as excessive. 


The airport was built in 1954 by 


millionaire Winthrop Rockefeller, 
wlw obtained a 20 year lease on 
the-- land from the owners, Billie 
Earl and others. The commission 
decided to lake over the airport 
and filed a condemnation suit. 


The judgment was for Earl and 


his associates. Rockefeller was no* 
a party to the litigation. 


Conway Circuit Court ruled the 


land should be valued as airport 
properly and set the price ac 
cordingly. The commission said it 


have been valued as farm 


and timber land. About 20 acres 
was involved.

Growers making this 20 per 


cent retirement are eligible for 
payments as well as for price 
supports. The payments will be 
determined 
by multiplying one 


half the normal yield of tlje corn 
or sorghum by the price support 
rate. For example, an acre with 
a normal yield of 60 bushels of 
corn would earn a payment of $36 
(30 bushels times $1.20). The rate 
for sorghum grains is 51.93 a hun- 
dredweight as compared to $1.52 
last year. 


Growers have the privilege of 


retiring additional land but not in 
excess of a total of 40 per cent of 
their corn or sorghum land. The 
payment on the additional land is 
determined by multiplying 60 per 
cent of the normal yield by the 
price support. Thus an acre with 
a 60 bushel normal yield of corn 
would earn a payment of $43.20 
i36 bushels times $1.20). 


A farmer who grows both corn 


and sorghums has the privilege 
of making his land reduction for 
both in- one or the other of the 
two grains. The total amount of 
and retired would have to be 20 
per cent of the average amount of 
and be planted to the two crops 
.n 1959 and 1960. 


Retired land must be diverted 


to conservation uses, such 
as 


grass, legumes, and the like. This 
land cannot be used for livestock 
grazing and no crops of hay can 
be taken from it. 


The bill gives the secretary of 


agriculture authority to make pay- 
ments on the first 20 per cent of 
the retired land in cash or surplus 
grains from government stocks. 
If the secretary chooses to pay in 
grain, a farmer earning, for ex- 
ample, a payment of $100 will get 
a certificate which would entitle 
him to $100 worth of government 
grain at the current market price. 
Or the farmer can authorize the 
government to sell the grain for 
him and pay him in cash.

Teachers May 
Get Hikes of 
$4.6 Million 


LITTLE ROCK (AP)-If the ex- 


pected amount of revenue comes 
into the state treasvirer's office 
this year, Arkansas classroom 
teachers will get pay raises esti- 
mated at $4,601,105 in 1961-62. 


That was the amount of a raise 


budgeted by the state Board of 
Education in a special meeting 
Sunday. Education Commissioner 
Arch Ford said he did not know 
whal the average teacher raise 
would be. 


The board programmed a total 


increase of $5.991,405 for the pub- 
lic school fund, including the more 
than 
$4 
million 
for 
teachers. 


Teachers arc getting $731,600,000 
this year and next year they prob- 
ably will get $36,201,105. 


Ford said the estimated figures 


could change because they arc 
based on estimated revenues. 


The board budgeted $G million 


for transportation aid to school 
districts to pay for a $4 million 
increase. Districts will receive a 
minimum of $20 and a maximum 
of $42 for transportation for each 
child.

U. S. Plans

U. S. telescope-in-the-sky satellite 
designed to tumble end over end 
10 times a minute as it whirls 
through space, may be launchec 
this week. 


Space scientists hope it wil 


give them an opportunity to ex- 
plore beyond the curtain of the 
earth's atmosphere. 


The satellite's mission will be 


to hunt gamma rays in every cor 
ner of space. These rays are sim 
ilar to X rays, but of shorter 
wave length. They are emitted by 
radioactive substances.

last Friday when a House coali- 
tion of Republicans and Southern 
Democrats killed an administra- 
tion compromise on the minimum 
wage bill by one vote.

proposal was approved showed 
Kennedy what he probably can 
expect in the House on many is- 
sues. 


The President's obvious answer 


will be to put all the pressure he 
can mount on the Senate to get 
his version adopted there. 


Kennedy already has shown in 


some other instances a readiness 
to send Cabinet members into ac- 
tion, to call governors on the tel- 
ephone to urge them to enlist the 
support of their senators in his 
cause and to use his personal 
powers of persuasion with his for- 
mer colleagues. 


Vice President Lyndon B. John- 


son appears to have launched an- 
other phase of this with a call on 
Democrats to rally party support 
for the President.
